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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Guterman (5,712,180) appears to be the closest prior art reference. Guterman teaches 
substantially the entire claimed structure, as recited in claim 1 , except an electron 
trapping structure free of conductive lavers and directly contacting a substrate. The 
electron trapping structure must make a direct contact with the substrate since the 
electron trapping structure is an insulating structure. Therefore, prior art do not teach or 
render obviousness the semiconductor structure, as claimed.
